Commiſſion ot the Peace, are to take [ntormations and Examinations upon Oath in Writing , as 
you ſhall ſee caule, concerning*the matters atorelaid, whether expreſſed by word or action, ſpoken, 


printed, written, publuhed, or done whereloever, againſt the Peace and Welfare of the Common- 
wealth, 


- 3. Youorany three of you, are authorized and required to diſarm, ſecure or commir all Papiſts, 
dr other 1ll-aftected perions, that have ot late appeared, or thall declare themſelves in their words 
or actions againſt the pretent Government, or thall hold correſpondence with Ch4r!s Stuart , Son 
of the late King, or with any other perſon or Nation, tending to the Diſturbance ot the publique 
Peace, or have or thall Miniſter any ſupplyes to the ſaid Charls Stuart, or any adhcring to him, or a- 
ny other the Enemies or Rebells ot this Common-wealth, or who have or thall raile, or endeavour 
to raiſe any Tumults or Inſurrections within the ſame, or be juſtly ſuſpected to do the tame, and alſo 
to ſeize the horles of all ſuch perſons tor the ute of the Common-wealth, 


4. Youare likewiſe trym ego time to oblerve what Strangers, or other perſons from other 
places reſort to your +7 $/a)14 - - andtowhat perlons they apply themiclves, and you are 
to inform your elves as near as you can ot their buſineſs and occaſions in thote parts, and in cate 
you are not well ſatisfied with their reaſons and accomprs given you, you arc then to acquaint Us, 


or Our Council, with the names of ſuch Perſons, and to endeavour to ſecure them in the mean 
time, and till turther Order, 


5. Whereas many Arms were raiſed and provided by Authority of the late Militia, and 0- 
ther occaſions, which remain diſperced into ſeveral places, whereof there may be a dangerous ule 
made, tothe diſturbance of the Peace of this Common-wealth. For prevention thereot; y 

ſpeci that all the Arms, ſoas aforeſaid railed, and all other Arms in your e /x 
| defenſive or offenſive, and alſo all Ammunition, proviſiog&gt War 
andTroplifes,be ſecured by purting them into ſafe places,or leaving Wien mr nanus, a way 
as you upon the place ſhall juoge to be moſt tor the peace and ſafety of the Common-wealth, And 
that Invehtories be taken and kept of all the Arms, and other things ſo taken and ſecured; or letr

in the Owners hands, to prevent imbezlement and miſconverfion of the ſame, And to theend there 
may be aſſurance of having thenr in readineſs tor the publick ule on all needtul occaſions. 
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6. Whereas by our ſaid Commiſſion you pre impowred to raiſe ſuch Horſe and Foot, as ſhall be 
neceſlary for the Peace of your »/£/,! 4 + - under uch Field-Officers or Commanders, as 
We ſhall appoint, We have herewith ſent to you Commitſions tor Field-Offcers, which you thall 
caule to be delivered to the ſeveral perſons thecem named retpectively. And you or any three oft 
you are hereby impowred and authorized to grant Commiſſions to tuch inferrour Othcers as ſhall 
be recommended to you in that behalf by the laid Feild-Officer or Officers, upon your approbation 
ot them reſpectively, 


7. Whereas there is a neceſſity of ſuppreſſing the prefentdnſurrection aid Rebellion ; wherein 
no delay can be admitted without apparent hazard to thethyee Nations, you or any three of you 
in this exigency , ore hefeby authorized to charge any perion or perions with Horle, and 
Arms w:thin your County, Riding, Libertie or Precinct, with relpect had unto the quantity of his 
or their Eſtates, and with relpect alſo to the eaſe of the peaceable and well-affected people of this 
Nation, that the charge and burden of thele Forces may be laid upon the Mal:gnant and d:[{-affected 
party, who have been the Caule of this Inſurrection, 


3. You or any threeof you, are to take Care that ſuch Horſe, and Arms as ſhall be char- 
ged to be provided as atorelaid, and all ſuch other Horſe and Arms, as vou thall find fic to make - 
ule of tor the prelent [ervice during the time of any Inſurrection, Rebellion or Invaſion, be pur 
into the hands of ſuch well-aftected pertons, and fit tor War, as any three or more ot you thall 
approve of ; Which perſon and perſons, are hereby requiref to ſerve in Arms, Horſe or Footmen, 
accordingly, And that ſuch pertons be liſted, trained and muſtered in ſeveral Troops and Compa- 
nies, and formed into Regiments asarou thall ſec caule ; and you or any three of you are hereby 
authorized and required tacaule the [aid Forces to be drawn out and employed tor tuppreſſing and 
reſiſting the prelent Rebellion, and all other Invations, Inſurre<tions, and Rebellions in your ſaid 
County, Riding or Precinct, and to bring the Authors and Abetters thereot to condign puniſh= 
ment. And you are to act and proceed turther, as yolT ſhall receive Orders trom time to time 
trom Us or Our Council, 


9. Youorany three of you may impriſon any Mutineers, difordgged perſons, or ſuch as ſhall 
not Co their Cuty, according to ſuch commands and directions as they hall receive trom you 1n pur- 
luance of rhelc Inſtructions. 


19, You or any three or more of you ſhall hereby have power to Fine ſuch perſons tor not ſend- 
ing in or appearing with their Horſes and Arms ( upon any Rebellion, Invation or In{urrection) the 
{ame not exceeding Twenty pounds for each default. The ſaid Fines reſpectively to be umployed 
tor the ſervice aforeſaid. And likewiſe to levy or caule to be levyed the {ame on the Lands and 
2000s of the parties ſo offending. 


11, For the better inabling you to put thele Inſtructions in Execution , yon are to require the 
Sheriffot your County, and all other Orhcers and Miniſters to be aſſiſtant unto you ; And to keep 
correſponcence with the Commanders of the Forces in pay ot this Commonwealth, who are here- 
by required, it Qhere be caule, and as you thall mgke your application, to give you aſſiſtance tor 
the Execution hereot. 
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
